boul, but the average lurge scale 
business man regards himself as quite 
an economist. He also realizes that 
he has something to sell to the public 
besides his product. He wants to sell 
good will. 
He wants to sell good 


wiU, 
He wants to convince pros- 


pective stock and bondholders that 
his place in the economic world is 
sound. 


Economics or Politics? 


Very often, therefore, when he hir- 


es an "economist" he is looking for 
someone who will act, not so much 
as his adviser, us the public's—some- 
one who will keep inventing and 
pumping arguments into the public 
to convince it that the organization 
is sound, to convince legislatures and 
Congress that laws the organization 
wishes or opposes are either sound 
or unsound. 


In other words, the economist too 


often plays the role of a sort of 
glorified publicity man. 
He often 


plays a part like that of those old-time 
quack doctors in medicine factories, 
who gave testimonials as to the value 
of the producers' nostrums. 


If you will remember this, you will 


see why, when the Slock Exchange 
hired the man who was, I believe, 
ts first economist, they went to Yale 
.ind employed a professor of English. 
And when a large New York bank 
wanted an economist they hired a pro- 
fessor 
of romance languages from 


mother university. 
They 
wanted 


someone who could write. 


Feeding the 1'ubllc 


In the CHSO of the Stock Exchange, 


the professor of Enblish turned out 
several books and pamplets, all of 
which 
were 
widely circulated 
to 


proved that the Stock Exchange was a 
jreat institution, that speculation .was 
socially essential, that liquidity was 
mportanl to the capital system that 
specialists could not be kept from 
speculating without ruining society, 
:hnt margin trading was a blessing and 
so on. 


Wall Street swarmi with these 


kinds of economists. They get great 
reputations for profound wisdom. But

Guilty—Sentenced to

A circuit court jury Thursday after- 


noon found Cleo Sampson, 20-year-old 
Hope negro* woman; guilty of man- 
slaughter and fixed punishment at two 
years in the Arkansas penitentiary for 
negroes. 


The jury deliberated about an hour, 


reducing the charge from 'murder to 
manslaughter for the killing of Jessie 
Bell Muldrow, another negro woman, 
near Ed Toliver's dance place on the 
Hope-Blevins road several weeks ago. 


Testimony showed that the Muldrow 


woman had threatened bodily harm to 
the Sampson negro, who wielded a 
knife to stab the other one to death. 


Judge Dexter Bush formally sen- 


tenced several other defendants fol- 
lowing the Sampso ntrial and then 
caurt was adjourned until the regular 
April term.

Pictures Are, Labor Savers 


The point o£ it all is just this: Each 


county agent, under the AAA, must 
accurately determine how many acres 
each farmer in his county is devoting 
.o what kind o£ crops. 
On these 


'igurcs benefit payments arc based, 
'uture allotments are made, and gen- 
eral policy is built. 


Originally, this meant an enormous 


amount of field work. County, sup- 
ervisors and their crews had to go out 
and measure innumerable fields. Bul- 
cy rccoj-ds had to be made and field. 
Ftemeasurements had to be made fre- 
quently. 


Back in 1036, the idea of doing this 


work through aerial photography took 
:iold. It was tried and found satis- 
factory. Now it is standard practice. 


Commercial aviation concerns con- 


tract to do the actual photography. A 
plane will fly at from 14,000 to 15,000 
feet, making photographs on a bulky 
roll of negatives which contains room 
for perhaps 100 exposures. One such 
roll will generally cover 125 square 
miles of ground area. 


The contractor 'makes two prints 


from each negative. The county agent 
checks them for defects, and also 
checks them with Control measure- 
ments to see precisely how much of an 
enlargement is going to be needed. 
Then the negative comes to Washing- 
ton,

Montgomery county. 
' Representative Jones contended the 
three Garland townships were right- 
fully Montgomery's, having b.ccn taken 
away by a 1917 act. 


When a reporter visited Mount Ida 


last fall he learned that Montgomery 
county officials and citizens were 
counting on the proposed lake as a 
large source of added revenue. They 
were anticipating that it would be- 
come a popular recreational center. 


Financial troubles of Montgomery 


county were brought into the lime- 
light by a recent federal court action. 
With nearly half the county's area in- 
cluded in the Ozark National Forest, 
it was revealed that the county has 
only about ?12,000 a year available to 
carry on its county government. Last 
summer charges were made that law 
enforcement in the county almost had 
broken down because Of the financial 
Situation- B was said that the sheriff 
receives only about ?100 a month and 
fttfer county officers' pay js propoiv 
tionally small.

Quits Jew Emigration'

BERLIN, Germany-(^~Chancellor 


Hitler Friday removed Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, veteran financial wizard, from 
the presidency 'of Germany's Reichs- 
bank in a .sudden stroke followed 
swiftly by the breakdown of negotia- 
tions for the removal of several hun- 
dred thousand Jews from Germany. 


George Rublee, American head of 


the intergovernmental refugee com- 
mittee, who has been conferring here 
with Schacht on the Jewish transfer 
problem since January 10, was notified 
officially that discussions would not 
continue, 


The rupture of the refugee commit- 


tee's attempts to secure Nazi co-opera- 
tion for Jewish emigration plans was 
the first major result of Hitler's ab- 
rupt replacement of Schacht by the 
rotund Walther Funk, minister of 
economics. 


By this change the reichsfuehrer 


thrust the Reichsbanfc, which under 
Schacht liad retained comparative in- 
dependence, more completely under 
conU'ol of the Nazi party.

LITTLE! ROCK.—Three major bills 


effecting validity of titles to tax-for- v 
felted state-owned lands, calssification 
of such lands as to use, and "extension • 
of State Forestry Departafent's Pro- 
gram, including protection of state- 
owned forest lands, were introduced' 
in the senate Thursday; 


If enacted into law, the bills would; 


1. Cure the many errors which have , 


been held to be fatal to state titles 
to tax-forfeoted lands, thus enabling 
the state to give "air-tight1 'titles. 


2. Create a six-member state 'Land 


Commission to classify all state land 
as to'its best use in the interest of 
the future general welfare and agri- 
cultural well-being of the state. This ' 
bill also provides for the sale of tax- 
forfeited state - owned agricultural 
land for at least its appraised value. 


3. Authorize the state Forestry Depart- 


ment to collect four cents a year per 
acre for protecting state-owned for- 
est lands from fire and timber theft, 
the charge against the land to be 
aded to the selling price when it is, 
sold, redeemed or donated by'the 
state Land Office. 
Senator I, N, Moore of Dumas intro- 


duced the bill to cure all defects in,' 
titles to lands sold to the state for 
taxes. The bill places the burden of 
payin gtaxes upon owners of land, 
rather than the burden of collecting 
it upon collectors. 


The bill states: 
"Whenever the state and county 


taxes haye not been paid upon any real 
property within the time prescrbed by 
law, and publication of the notice p)E 
such sale has been given under valid 
and proper description * * * the sale, 
of any real property for the npnpay- 
mlent of said taxes shall not hereafter 


set aside by any proceedings at law 


or in equity because of any irregulari-

Removal'of Superfluous Hair Is Job For Trained 


Operators Only 


Superfluous hair is most annoying. 


As a result the promoters of various 
mixtures for the removal of superflu- 
ous hair frequently reap n harvest from 
unsuspecting people who do not re- 
alize the possible dangers that may be 
associated with unsafe removal tech- 
nics. 


Some chemical substances used to 


damage the skin. The use of the razor 
remove hair are so irritating that they 
is satisfactory but, of course, does not 
remove the hair permanently. 


Electrolysis Is co.monly ndvised by 


specialists for permanent removal of 
small alnounts of superfluous hair. 
This method, however, 'may cause harm 
unless it is carried out under the best 
possible conditions by someone expeiv 
iencecl in this field. 


lit the proper use of electrolysis, the 


patient'usually lies down. The per- 
son doing the work must see the hairs 
in the same type of light at nil times. 
The area to be treated is first washed 
with soap and water and then cleaned 
with either benzine or carbon tetra- 
chloride to remobe fatty substances j j 
from the skin. 


The skin is dried with sterile gauze 


and washed off with 70 per cent alco- 
hol. The needle must be sterlzed.- 


The electric current naturally must 


pass through the root of the hnir. The 
patient holds a wet sponge attached to 
the positive terminal of the apparatus 
in the palm of the hand, then the^ oper- 
ator puts the needle into the follcle 
or root of the hair. 


When the needle is in place a current 


of nbout n minute's duration is alfo\v- 
ed to pass and act on the hair root. 
The hair is held by n forceps and, 
When the root is destroyed, will slide 
easily out of place. 


It is customary to stop the removal 


after nbout 30 minutes (during which 
only 10 to 20 hairs Yntvy be removed) 
and suspended treatment for nt least a 
week.

Now With Circus 


Grover Alexander Recalls 


Greatest Thrills in 


Career

NEW YORk.-(/P)-Shaky but clear- 
yed Graver Cleveland Alexander, the 
'rosiest pitcher of his day, came hack 
o the big town Thursday. Back to a 
awdry flen circus on 42rtd street 
Where 12 times a day he will'talk in his 
low, friendly voice to the Idlers and 
down-at-the-heel clients. He " comes 
in just before the dancers, just after 
he sword swallower. 


In the stifling cubby-hole he uses to 


rest in, Alexander smoked cigarette 
after cigarette and admitted shyly it 
was "darn good to get back to New 
York, haven't been here, or anywhere 
n the east since 1930, when the Phillies 
et me go. Had a semipro ball team 
out in Illinois the last two sumers, but 
t was lough going, mighty tough." 


A yenr ago Wednesday the baseball 


writers voted Alex into Ihe hall of 
'ame at Cooperslown. "Yeh, I'm right 
jroud of that honor," said Old Pete. 
Die tone of his voice implied "you 
can't buy coffee and cakes with elec- 
,ion votes. 


He is out of the old time in baseball, 


his man. The lime when kids played 
with a corncob wrapped in twine and 
jaseball wasn't a sport but a gripping 
'ever that caught you young and 
never let go. He can't understand the 
young fellows.

"They all have sore arms. Hell, I 


never had a sore arm in 'My life. \ I 
don't have many theories, but one of 
em is this. Their arms aren't devel- 
oped because they don't throw enough.

It Is a far cry from Peter on the 


Mount, sharing ni the experience of 
the ransfiguration, to Jeler warming 
his hands beside the fire in the high 
priesl's house Where Jesus had been 
la ken after His arrest, and denying 
vehemently when he was a disciple 
of Jesus or lhal he • knew Ihe man. 


Poor Peler! Jesus underslood him 


far better lhan he understood him- 
self. He had seen deeply into Peter's 
strength and weakness when He had 
said the memorable wdrds, "Simon, 
Simon, Satan hath asked to have you, 
that he might sift , you as wheat." 
Peter was indeed being sifted, but 
it was the chaff rather than the 
wheat that was most iin evidence. 
But Jesus had prayed for Peter, and 
the denial was not the end., The real 
Peter was the wheat that was left 
after the chaff had been blown away. 


It is strange that Peter, having been 


warned of his defection, should not 
have been also safeguarded against 
such a lapse. Probably it was Peter's 
own self-confidence that was his un- 
doing. He was so sure that even i 
all the other disciples denied Jesus 
he would prove steadfast' that this 
led to his undoing in the hour of actual 
trial. 
. 


It is not strange that Peter should 


lave denied Jesus three times. When 
one has done the first act of wrong 
or weaknes, it is easy to do the sec- 
ond and the Ihird. 
But after the 


hird denial, when the cock crew, 
3eler remembered the words of Jesus. 
Then it was that he came ot him- 
self and that the prayer of Jesus for 
lim became efficacious for he went 
out and went bitterly in genuine and 
sincere repentance. 


Here is a throughly human story. 


Many of the bravest and best of men 
are like Peter, with their courage 
and their earnestness of purpose coun- 
ter-balanced by deep temptations and 
real weaknesses, and with the capacity 
of falling just as they have the cap- 
acity for rising far above the level 
of men of lesser intensity and ability.

McKinley Sr., last week referred the 
board to the state Civil Service Com- 
mission when they asked him for such 
an opinion. The board replied by mak- 
ing a second request of McKinley.

Six men are busy all clay inspecting 


the newly arrived negatives for flaws 
The approved negatives go to one ol 
five enlarging rooms. There enlargec 
prints, measuring something like ID 
by 23',i inches, are made. Then contacl 
prints are made, in seven by nine or 
nine by nine sizes. 


The county agent eventually get*, 


back a sheaf of the enlarged photos 
which as far as possible are printed to 
a scale of 660 feet to the inch. He 
also gets a composite map of his area 
made up of many small prints dove- 
tailed together. 


Let's say, then, that he wants to 


check on the crop production of Farm- 
er Jones. He studies his composite- 
photo map and finds just which of his 
enlarged prints shows Farmer Jones' 
farm. Then he calls on Farmer Jones. 


They go out into the field with the 


print and see what is planted where. 
The agent—well, usually it isn't the 
agent himself but one of his super- 
visors—marks it all down on a list 
keyed to designations on the photo. 


Back to his office he goes, and by a 


simple process of measurement he dis- 
covers that Farmer Jones has 50 acres 
in wheat, 30 acres in rye, 25 acres in 
corn—and so on. The enlarged photo 
;ives him all of this, and also serves 
as his record for future reference. 


All very simple. But a lot of ex- 


tremely complicated work has gone in- 
to it, 


, Ironing Out the Wrinkles 


.First, the,photo has to be measure- 
able. Suppose that there are hills ,'m 
the picture; the hilltops, being closer 
to the camera, will be in a larger scale 
than the valleys. 


All of this is taken care of by a 


corps of experts in the Washington of- 
"ice. By an intricate set of engineer- 
ing devices and calculations which I 
couldn't explain to. you if -my life 
depended on it, they work out ac- 
curate correction factors for each 
photo and note those factors in the 
margin. Thus the supervisor or agent 
in the county can do his measuring
